Two possibly useful points: 


1. The suggestion to "send" newspaper articles is excellent, especially 
sports or business text that has a lot of numbers. Here's another idea: over 
the years as student and teacher, I've committed several poems to memory. 
They're great for trying out new keyboards, old typewriters, Morse code 
sending practice, etc. I suppose you could send song lyrics if you don't 
know any poems. This approximates QSO cdx a little better than printed text, 
which requires that you read and send simultaneously. Folks like me who 
can't walk and chew gum at the same time may find that helpful. (But I did 
"send" pages and pages of QST articles on my new paddles before I dared take 
them on the air when I made the switch several years ago.) 


2. Anybody remember "QCW"? It means "Is that Morse code?" I would never send 
this to someone else, but on those nights when my fist just won't settle 
down, a QCW? HI HI after the umpteenth error helps me back up, regain a 
sense of balance, and move on. 


The MFJ on-board keyer, the one that fits on top of Bencher paddles, is 
another a good choice for code practice, as it too has a built-in sidetone 
that effectively makes it a code practice oscillator, if required. You can 
also connect a straight key to the contacts, set it to semi-auto, and use it 
that way.

Mounting the DDS chip (use eye protection, especially when working in 
close): 

I mounted the DDS chip with lots of light, an illuminated magnifier, and 
the temperature-controlled Weller that I use for all soldering. It has a 
nice clean tip, not especially fine but good shape. Tacked down two 
opposite corners using almost no solder, after verifying the part 
orientation a few times. Then applied the tip to each pin. You can see 
the solder reflow with enough light. Didn't use any solder other than 
what was tinning the tip of the iron. There was some flux lurking around 
(I cleaned the tip and touch the solder briefly when it seemed to need 
it).

This is the soldering technique an 80 year old (!!) friend of mine uses to 
solder this DDS chip but, in addition, he first uses an aerosol spray flux 
to coat the pads (and the board). The spray flux is available in the UK 
but I've never seen it even mentioned in North America. Does anyone know 
if it is available? 


He claimed he could solder the chip in a minute simply running the iron, 
with hardly any solder on it, along the end of the pins quite quickly. 
With the flux he had sprayed on the pads the solder was drawn in quite 
cleanly and neat reliable connections were the result. 


BTW he ties fishing flies as a hobby and my belief is that his manual 
dexterity and eyesight are much above average. 


I'm trying to summon the courage to try it :)

About 25 random-length radials to fit the space available in a small 
back yard (I'm an apartment dweller, for another couple weeks, 
anyhow... :-). 


Results: 


2002 ARRL Field Day: 13th place nationally in class 1E 

2002 ARRL CW Sweepstakes: 1st QRP ND, 5th QRP Dak. Div. 

2002 CQ WPX CW: ‘1st QRP Zero call area 

2002 ARRL 160m: 1st QRP ND, 4th QRP Dal. Div., 2nd overall ND 
(missed overall 1st place for ND by 8 QSOs/5 mults... :-) 


FWIW, in comparing QRP FD entries in the various single rig classes 
(1A battery, 1B1 Battery, 1£), my score would have been a top 5 
nationally in the first two categories, and top 10 in 1E QRP. In the 
overall QRP standings for CW Sweepstakes, I ended up 95th out of 

200 entries 


So, it would seem my station with the compromise antenna is fairly 
decently competitive on the regional level, at least comparing QRP 
entries 
to QRP entries. I'd xlikex to attribute some of it to my "skill" as a

Aluminum is tricky. It usually has to be done in the presence of an 
inert gas, either with what's called a Heliarc or TIG welding system. 


Look for a sheet metal shop. Places that do ducting to other metal 
work. If you bring the stuff to them, already prepped, they shouldn't 
charge much. 


If you insist that you want the equipment, it's usually not hard to find, 
but it's not small and unobtrusive. New equipment can go for 4 digits. 
But, if you put the word out, it can usually be found for barter or 

even free. A lot of it is out there. A friend of mine has 2 sets. On 
a generic inert gas welder, and the other a TIG unit specifically for 
aluminum. He got that for nothing... However, it's a 220v 40amp 

unit.

Last weekend, I was at Ft. Tuthill and shared a booth with the Az. 
ScQRPions. I was representing the American QRP Club, and had 10 of the new 
kits being offered by our affiliate club, the 4 States QRP Club. Their kit 
is the "Tenna Dipper", designed by well known qrp-l member Steve, "Melt 
Solder" Weber, KD1JV. 


I noticed that guys would come up to the booth, look at the kit (I have a 
kit built by Steve and sent to me as a gift), and ask if it was a radio. I 
then explained that no it wasn't a radio, but was a poor man's antenna 
analyser. I usually got a puzzled look and a questioning stare. With this 


encouragement, I asked if they would like to see how it works. They said 
yes, and I gave the following explanation. 


First of all, you need to turn it on. See this jumper here? Yep, just like 
the ones on a computer board. You jumper the two pins and it turns on the 
device. Pretty neat switch huh? Ok, you would hook it up to an antenna 
through the bnc on the end. Then you see this switch here? Well that picks 
the range of frequencies that it works on. Pick the frequency that you 
think your antenna is close to being resonant on, and check it out. How? 
Well, you turn this knob on the right, and when the device sees 50 ohms, the 
LED will go out. Yeah, it is pretty bright isn't it? You can see it easily 
in the sunlight. Ok, now that you have tuned until the LED goes out, push 
this button and listen. Hear the Morse code? That is a Dan Tayloe N7VE 
audio frequency counter. Yeah, Dan is right inside that building over 
there. It tells you the frequency where the antenna is resonant. Not too 
bad?? 


Let me tell you my favorite way of using it. I set the frequency to the 
frequency that I want to operate on, say 7.040. Then, I hook the "Tenna 
Dipper" up to my tuner. I tune until the LED on the "Tenna Dipper" goes 
out, and bingo, my antenna tuner is ready to go, and all that I have to do 
is hook up my rig. No QRM on the bands from me, and my finals don't see a 
horrible mismatch. 


How much does it cost? $25. What do you get? Everything you see except 
the BNC, you gotta buy that yourself. The board, all the parts, the 
programmed chips, everything. Great deal huh? You want one? Great, thanks 
for supporting the 4 States QRP Club. What are they gonna do with the 
money? Why they are putting on a qrp event similar to this one next spring 
in Joplin, Missouri. They will use the proceeds to help pay for it.

Note: 

I am NOT recommending that anyone perform the following mod. I will only say 
that, once I performed the following mod, I made several contacts on the new 
60-meter band using my Icom IC-703, serial number 1801416. My '703 is an 
HF-only version. 

Ok, here's what I did: 


Removed nine screws which fasten the top cover of the radio. Did NOT remove 
the four screws which secure the speaker to the top cover. 


Carefully removed top cover, and as I did so, unplugged the speaker wires 


connector from the board, and put the top cover aside. 


Found silkscreened characters UT-102 at front edge of board. Immediately to 
the left of these characters are 14 pairs of pads for a diode matrix. My 
radio came with diodes installed at pair 1, pair 6, pair 8 and pair 11, 
counting from right-to-left, beginning at characters UT-102. Rigs delivered 
to non-USA destinations may have a different complement of diodes in this 
matrix. 

I removed the diode at pad pair 6, again, counting from right-to-left, 
beginning at characters UT-102. 

Plugged speaker wires connector back into board. 

Re-installed top cover and secured w/ nine screws. 

That's it. 


FYI, the diode I removed is D5806, whose anode connects to IC5901, pin 55. 
This circuit bears signal name 'ATTS'.

I was aware there were some ‘'torch' type setups for aluminum out there, 
but in the past, they've had lots of problems related to bonding to the 
metal. 


To get a good bond, you need heat. And with aluminum such a good 
conductor, it bleeds the heat away. Eventually when you get hot 
enough, the aluminum melts. And it melts over a much wider area 
than you would really like. 


Even in TIG welding, that's an issue you have to be VERY careful 
about. It's one of the ways a lot of people ruin what they are trying 
to fix in the first place.

While there may be new technology in the last few years, the stuff I 
saw from years ago really wasn't welding. It was 'bonding' to the 
surface. 

And while some of it did a decent job, it in no way could be construed 
as 'welding' into the aluminum surface. No matter how well it appeared 
to work, it still was closer to a glue than a weld. 


The very fact that you have to ‘rough up' a surface causes me to question 
how it works... 


It IS possible to weld at lower temperatures. Soldering, for example, 
can be accomplished with metals that form a ‘surface alloy' and as they 
mix the melt temperature drops to the point you can pull a part off with 
normal hair dryers. There are ‘alloys' that will melt lower than the 
boiling point of water. Not good for much, or I'm sure we'd hear all 


about them. But with a weld you're not supposed to have the alloys 
at the junction, right? Or at least, that was my understanding. 


Actually, back to Chucks original post... These type of things might be 
sufficient for what he wanted to do, IF the weld was not the ‘mechanical’ 
rigidity of the project. He was going to screw it together, and the weld 
was basically a seal. However, especially here in the northeast, if there 
is ANY way moisture can get in something, it will. And freeze and pop!

I recently decided to do some refinments to this rig 
that I have been using for a few years now, and I 
discovered it would not operate favorably with my ZM-2 
tuner. Upon check-out I discovered output VWSR was 
3:1 into a matched load, even though it is outputting 
rated power. This rig also samples the transmit to 
produce the sidetone, so you can hear the unpleasant 
sound of a poor match. 


What I discovered was simple. I had wound the 
inductors the usual way spreading them out over the 
torroid. The instructions (which i obviously did not 
carefully read!) specify tight spacing of turns . 
This did the trick! Output is well matched and unit 
will behave with my ZM-2 now. I learned that 
inductance can vary greatly with turn spacing! 


If anyone is assemblying or refining the 1300 series 
of rigs, do check the N5ESE website for tips and 
modifications.

Last weekend, I was at Ft. Tuthill and shared a booth with the Az. 
ScQRPions. I was representing the American QRP Club, and had 10 of the new 
kits being offered by our affiliate club, the 4 States QRP Club. Their kit 
is the "Tenna Dipper", designed by well known qrp-l member Steve, "Melt 
Solder" Weber, KD1JV. 


I noticed that guys would come up to the booth, look at the kit (I have a 
kit built by Steve and sent to me as a gift), and ask if it was a radio. I 
then explained that no it wasn't a radio, but was a poor man's antenna 
analyser. I usually got a puzzled look and a questioning stare. With this 
encouragement, I asked if they would like to see how it works. They said 
yes, and I gave the following explanation. 


First of all, you need to turn it on. See this jumper here? Yep, just like 
the ones on a computer board. You jumper the two pins and it turns on the 
device. Pretty neat switch huh? Ok, you would hook it up to an antenna 
through the bnc on the end. Then you see this switch here? Well that picks 
the range of frequencies that it works on. Pick the frequency that you 
think your antenna is close to being resonant on, and check it out. How? 
Well, you turn this knob on the right, and when the device sees 50 ohms, the 
LED will go out. Yeah, it is pretty bright isn't it? You can see it easily 
in the sunlight. Ok, now that you have tuned until the LED goes out, push 
this button and listen. Hear the Morse code? That is a Dan Tayloe N7VE 
audio frequency counter. Yeah, Dan is right inside that building over 
there. It tells you the frequency where the antenna is resonant. Not too 
bad?? 


Let me tell you my favorite way of using it. I set the frequency to the 
frequency that I want to operate on, say 7.040. Then, I hook the "Tenna 
Dipper" up to my tuner. I tune until the LED on the "Tenna Dipper" goes 
out, and bingo, my antenna tuner is ready to go, and all that I have to do 
is hook up my rig. No QRM on the bands from me, and my finals don't see a 


horrible mismatch. 


How much does it cost? $25. What do you get? Everything you see except 
the BNC, you gotta buy that yourself. The board, all the parts, the 
programmed chips, everything. Great deal huh? You want one? Great, thanks 
for supporting the 4 States QRP Club. What are they gonna do with the 
money? Why they are putting on a qrp event similar to this one next spring 
in Joplin, Missouri. They will use the proceeds to help pay for it. 


Another guy said that he wanted to order one as he had spent all of his 
money.

I am using a Radio Shack 23-422 charger. I picked it up when it was on 
sale a couple of years ago, and I don't know that I would have paid full 
price.

their licenses, the numbers of donors and those who filed comments are 
pitifully small. I believe, as Ed Hare and others have stated, that BPL 
is the greatest single threat facing our bands ever. That only perhaps 

% of active hams made donations and half that number filed comments is 
sad commentary on the state of ham radio today.

They seem to be a pretty good window on the active members of the ham 
community. Yes, there is a silent majority, and they are even less 
likely to act. 


Bbtw, it's interesting to note that Ed quantifies the RFI generated by 
BPL as "devastating". I think that's the first time I've read someone 
who actually tested it in the US describe it. I wonder if sound 
samples are available of these tests. Just like Ed's picture, it would 
say more than a thousand words. :-)

I'd like to hear that as well. x*IF* BPL is rolled out it would mean the 
end of HF and 6m QRP, and possibly the end of HF ham radio as we have 
known it. Even if you could still make contacts running full legal 
power, who is the FCC going to side with if you interfere with 23 
neighbors' internet connectivity running your big amp? The FCC has 
already imposed quiet hours on hams for interference with supposedly 
unprotected Part 15 devices, and I suspect BPL users would outnumber 
hams by quite a large number. 


The arguments I see from those who say not to bother fighting the BPL 
fight fall into mainly two categories: 


The first group expects that it simply won't happen. Somehow DOD or HSA 
will object and the NTIA will stop the FCC in its tracks. Considering 
that the NTIA posted comments in favor of BPL I would not hold my 
breath. Sure, DOD or HSA frequencies will be protected. Ham 
frequencies? I wonder if we're important enough to worry about. Others 
simply don't believe BPL will be financially successful. Whatever the 
"T don't believe it" rationale, this seems to me like an ostrich with 
it's head in the sand approach. Sure, it may not happen, but wouldn't 
it be better to do everything possible to insure that considering the 
nature of the threat? 


The second group believes that the the FCC has been bought and paid for 
by the electric utilities and that BPL is inevitable and unstoppable. 
Considering how much flack the Commission has taken over broadcast 
deregulation, to the point that Congress has gotten involved and 
Chairman Powell is reported to be on the way out, it is clear that 
public pressure can override that sort of big money narrow commercial 
interest. The two Democratic appointees to the FCC have been qualified 
in their support of BPL, saying it was a great idea IF harmful 
interference can be avoided. We don't know who would fill the vacancy 
if Michael Powell steps down or what their views are. This is anything 
but a done deal. Yes, there are big dollars pushing BPL. That means we 
need to push back all the harder and find allies in other services who 
will be affected. 


The fact is there is nothing to do right now but wait for the NPRM and 


support the League in their research and lobbying efforts. I, for one, 
am not ready to buy a big amp or move to 144MHz and above. I am not 
ready to limit my DXing to satellites and Echolink/IRLP. I filed my 
comments, and as soon as finances permit I'll contribute that way as 
well. I can't think of anything more important to ham radio than 
stopping BPL or making sure that it does not interfere with amateur 
communications.

The following is an unofficial translation to English of the French and 
Dutch versions of the Public Notice from BIPT to Belgian amateurs: 


Announcement from the BIPT concerning amateur radio operators. 


As a result of WRC-03 regarding the obligation of amateur radio 
operators to pass an examination on Morse code as a condition to access 


the frequency bands below 30 MHz, the BIPT has decided to immediately 
apply the WRC-03 decision, thus following the example of other 
CEPT-countries. 


Therefore, every amateur radio operator holding a class B license may 
request a class A license, effective August 4, 2003. 


To obtain a class A license, class B license holders must sent a letter 
to the Institute with all of the relevant data, together with a 
non-cancelled fiscal stamp of 5 (five Euros) for each license 
requested. 


Class B license holders upgrading to class A will be assigned a call ON4 
__ 5 ___ 6 ___7, if possible considering the specific call the license 


holder might request. The new class A license will be forwarded by 
return mail to the license holder along with the related invoice. 


The Institute wishes all new class A license holders lots of success 
with their access to the HF-bands.
